Voters will ballot Friday 
between the hours of noon and 7 
p.m. at two locations. Residents 
of the school district living 
outside the Venice city limits 
will vote at the Eagle Park 
Improvement Association Hall, 
100 Hill St, Eagle Park. Those 
residing within the city boun- 
daries will cast ballots at the 
Venice Recreation Center, 305 
Broadway. 

“I haven’t beard any anti 
statements as yet,” Tolliver 
commented Monday night, 
“But, we still have to work hatd 

and do the things we have to do. 
The teachers are helping by 
making and distributing posters 
and sending letters to parents,” 
he added.

fractured leg and minor burns. 

Jerry Pinnon’s cousin, 
William Wayne Pinnon, 36, St. 
Louis, is in critical condition in 
Barnes Hospital with severe 
burns. . 

Authorities’ searched the 
wreckage of the service station 
about 14 hours before finding 
Jerry Pinnon’s body in the 
station’s grease pit area, where 
the fire was reported to have 
been most intense. His wife, 
Janet, identified the badly 
burned body in Campbell. 

The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has been asked to 
investigate the explosion and 
determine if arson and or 
murder were involved. 

Pinnon was ‘a Terminal 
Railroad Association security 
guard during the period when 
items valued at more than $1.7 
million were stolen from 
railroad cars. 

Twenty-eight men were in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury in 
connection with the thefts and 
as many as 20 more persons 
may yet be indicted, it has been 
indicated. 

Pinnon pleaded guilty to a 
related charge prior to the 
recent trial and was free on 
bond awaiting sentencing when 
killed.

As a result of this summer’s 
spectacular crash at St. Louis 
International Raceway near 
Madison in which two spec- 
tators were killed, State Rep. 
Monroe L, Flinn has drafted a 
proposal which would give the 
state of Illinois power to 
regulate safety standards at 
motorsport tracks throughout 
the state. 

In the Aug. 4 crash, a drag 
racer driven by Bill Bagshaw of 
Santa Monica, Calif., went out 
of control and landed in a 
section of bleachers, fatally 
injuring Miss, Lana Reed, 19, 
Festus, Mo., and Kent Myers, 
16, Wood River. Several other 
spectators and the driver were 
injured. 

“After the mishap I was 
rather amazed to find that the 
state has no safety regulations 
for auto racing,” Rep. Flinn 
told the Press-Record. He 
represents the 57th District and 
is a Granite City Steel em- 
ployee. 


Flinn said'that perhaps tracks 
do not need safety regulatidhs 
“but my. proposal will at. least 
open it up.in the state 
legislature to determine if they 
do or not."” 

The proposal, to be submitted 
in January to the 79th General 
Assembly at Springfield, would 
create an Illinois Motor Vehicle 
Racing Law. 

It would give the Department 
of Transportation, authority to 
issue licenses, and determine 
whether licensees: are, in 
compliance with the law and 
that certain safety regulations 
are met prior to the issuance of 
a license. 

Some sections of the proposal 
are clearly outlined, and others, 
are still not specific. 

Section four would require on 
the outer circumference of 
the track—and if spectators are 
permitted in the infield, around 
the entire inner cir- 
cumference—a guard or hub 
rail. 

The rail would be of hard 
wood or other suitable material,

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Create new GC engineering post .

A new city position, that of 
highway and traffic engineer, 
‘was created by the Granite City 
Council Monday night. in 
another. move to upgrade the 
city’s engineering department 
to handle an expanding 
Program of street and traffic 
Safety programs. 

After approving an ordinance 
that amends the Municipal Code 
to create the position at an 
annual salary of $15,000, council 
members approved the ap- 
pointment by Mayor Paul 
Schuler of Edward Schulze, 
Belleville, to fill the post. 

At the same time, the 

. aldermen were informed by 
Robert Kronst, district engineer 
of the Illinois Highway 
Department, that the state 
Department of Transportation 
proposes to install electric 
traffic signals at 20th and State 
streets in Granite City, with the 
state assuming the full cost. 

Although a copy of a city-state 
agreement for the 20th-State 
Street project was sent to the! 
council for approval; action was 
delayed on approval of the 
agreement at the request of the 
mayor. Schuler said later he 
wants to clarify some points in 
the agreement pertaining to no 
parking regulations in the area 
of the intersection. 


The employment of a full- — 


time assistant city engineer had 
been recommended by the 
council’s Street and Alley 
Committee headed by Alder- 
man Clyde Boyd as a means of 
adequately supervising the 
mounting volume of 
engineering work resulting 
from a growing number of 
street improvement and traffic 
signal projects developed over 
the past few months. 

Creation of the post as high- 
way and traffic engineer, 
synonomous to that of assistant 
city engineer, will clear the way 
for the city to pay part of the 


salary in the new job from 
motor fuel tax funds when 


projects require the services of * 


a resident engineer, according 
to City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer. 

Opposition fo the new 
assistant engineering post came 
from Alderman Walter Nonn of 
the Fifth Ward who said he 
believed the city “is defeating 
its own purpose in hiring 
another engineer’. because the 
city last year hired a city 
engineer ‘“‘to do the work on All 
city projects.” 

Brewer explained, however, 
that employment of an assistant 
city engineer actually would 
save the city money because he 
could be used as a resident 
engineer on state-sponsored 
projects. Brewer said that the 
state requires a full-time 
resident engineer on jobs 
financed wholly or in part by the 
state, and that the state will not 
accept him (Brewer) as a 
resident engineer. 

Alderman Ronald Coleman 
asked Brewer why he was not 
acceptable. Brewer said the 
state would not approve him as 
a resident engineer because he 
is a full-time city engineer and 
has other duties to perform, and 
therefore could not devote full 
time to the resident engineer 
assignment. 

Brewer said that the city, by 
using consulting engineers for 
inspection purposes and as. 
resident engineers on state- 
financed jobs, has been paying 
about $17 an hour in fees for 
such work. A. full-time city 
engineer who can assume the 
same duties would cost the city 
about $7 an hour, Brewer said. 

He noted that the city has a 
list of improvements either 
under way or in the making that 
will require a resident engineer. 
In many assignments, he ex- 
plained, part of Schulze’s salary 
can be paid from motor fuel tax 
funds rather than from general 


funds.

Jail plan change rejected 


An attempt by Madison

“This section does not provide 
for the amending of the original 
resolution and therefore the 
resolution as originally adopted 
cannot now, in any way, be 
amended,” he said.

An ordinance establishing a 
franchise agreement under 
which cable television would be 
installed in Granite City is 
under study by city officials and 
may be presented for City 
Council action soon. 

A draft of the ordinance 
submitted by. Tri Cities 
Cablevision, Inc., was delivered 
to the Ordinance committee of 
the City Council Monday night 
and was referred to City 
Attorney George Filcoff for 
review before being advanced 
to passage stage. 

If approved, the bill would 
establish an agreement  bet- 
ween the city and the 
cablevision company for in- 
stallation of lines and cables in 
compliance with _city 
requirements and 
specifications; establish rates 
for service charges and specify 
franchise fees that would be 
paid the city. The proposed 
contract is for a 15-year period 
with an option for renewal. 

Mayor Paul Schuler told the 
Press-Record after the meeting 
that the proposed ordinance is 
the result of meetings with 
officials of the company since 
early this year. An ordinance 
was proposed by the company 
last March but after a study of 
that bill a number of alterations 
were suggested by the city. 

The new ordinance received 
by ‘the city Monday includes the 
requested changes and the 
ordinance probably will be 
submitted to the council within 
the next week or so if 
examination by Filcoff shows 
the bill complies with 
suggestions made by the city. 

In return for the franchise, 
the company would pay Granite 
City 3. per cent of gross 
revenues. The franchise fee 
would be paid in lieu of. any 
occupation tax, license tax or 
similar levy, the bill states. 

The measure provides that in 
addition to franchise fees, the 
company will provide without 
installation charge or service 
fees six tonnections for use at 
the City Hall, one of which 
would serve the police station, 
and free connections to all fire 
houses and other municipal 
buildings designated by the 
city. Free service also would be 
provided all public and 
parochial schools and secon- 
dary and college level schools. 

The company would be 
required to furnish a minimum 
of 12 television channels, 
although the ordinance 
specifies that the facilities shall 
have a capacity of 20 channels. 
Required under the bill would 
be service with KMOX, KSD, 
WSNS (Chicago), WGN 
(Chicago), KTVI, KETC 
(educational, Channel 9), 
KPLR and KDNL, one local 
government channel, one local 
access channel, ‘one local 
educational channel and one 
local origination channel 

The ordinance also calls for 
“significant’’ construction 
within .two years after the 
company receives its certificate 
of completion from the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
and for extension of trunk 
cables through the area no later 
than two years after con- 
struction.

brought before voters in the 

past year and a half. 

The district-first sought ap- 
proval of a $1.20 rate increase 
on June 30, 1973, but was turned 
down by voters in a 239 “no” to 
93 “*yes"” vote. 

A proposed 80-cent tax rate 
hike was tefeated 250 ‘‘no” to 
211 “yes” in December 1973 and 
a third vote, algo on‘a 80-cent 
increase, was defeated 345 to 
3a in March 

if approved the 
educational fund tax rate will 
increase to $2.55 per $100 
assessed valuation. The last 
rate increase approved by 
Venice School District voters 
was in 1969 when a 40-cent 
hike was voted. 

From the $2.55. figure, an 
additional $161,461 would be 
raised, if a 100 per cent 
collection is obtained. However, 
the higher tax rate would enable 
the district to borrow more than 
$400,000 on tax anticipation 
warrants, it was explained. 

Banks have limited the school 
district to 60 per cent of its 
taxing power, rather than the 
full 75 per cent allowable under 
state law. Under the present 
52.05 rate, the Venice district 
cannot borrow the $460,000 
needed to keep Venice schools 
operating through the 
remainder of the school year, 
school officials said. 

“It is essential that the people 
understand how ‘serious the 
financial situation is in the 
district and approved the tax 
rate increase on Friday to keep 
our schools alive," Tolliver 
said. 

The board approved the 
appointment of six election 
judges at Monday night's 
meeting. Judges to serve at the 
Eagle Park hall will be Clyde 
Warren, Bernice Jones and Lee 
Etta Cotton. Those hired for the 
Venice Recreation Center poll 
are Dorothy Koelker, Faye 
Smith and Bernice Daniels.

ment, six feet in height and not 
less than four feet away from 
the edge of the track. 

Another section calls for an 
insurance policy which meets 
with state approval as to the 
extent of risks covered and the 
amount of liability provided. * 

Rep. Flinn admits that in its 
present form the proposal is 
restrictive ‘‘in that it gives the 
department great powers to 
regulate the motorsport in- 
dustry.” 

He cited section eight as an 
example: “The rules and 
regulations shall prescribe the 
types or character of protective 
devices designed to protect 
participants in and spectators 
attending any such race or 
exhibition, including, but not 
limited to— 

“Matters of track con- 
struction and condition, guard 
rails, pit facilities, lighting, 
inspection of vehicles and 
equipment, physical conditions 
of drivers, fire protection and 
medical and ambulance 
facilities and generally 
governing the conduct of ail 
motor vehicle races and 
exhibitions of motor vehicle 
driving skill to be held within 
this state.”” 

“The bill,”’ he said, ‘‘does not 
specify what a safe track is and 
gives the state authority to 
inspect and decide whether a 
track is safe enough.” 

Rep. Flinn said his proposal 
has been purposely drawn up on 
this form in hopes that it will be 
thought-provoking and draw 
“in-put from the public and 
from those involoved with the 
sport.”’ 

“Any industry that polices 
itself," he remarked, ‘has the 
say about what are the rules. 
When you get a government 
body involved, whether it be 
state, city or national, 
sometimes you get’ people 
without knowledge of the sport 
involved in making the rules. 

“That is why I'm asking 
people who are interested in 
safety to voice their views as to 
what should be done to make the 


tracks safer. At the same time, 
we need to protect racing, let it 
continue and let the people 
enjoy the sport.” 

Granite City’s William Guth} 
president of the St. Louis Auto 
Racing Fan Club, comments, 
‘There are probably some 
tracks that are not safe, but I 
think the companies which 
insure those tracks should 
enforce their safety 
requirements.’ Any track not 
complying wouldn’t have 
races.” 

An agent from the Land Speed 
Insurors' Agency in Kansas 
City said three main safety 
measures are required by his 
company—a guard rail 
separating the track from 
spectators, a fence separating 
spectators from the rail and a 
distance of at least 30 feet 
between the two barriers. He 
said St. Louis International on 
Route 203 south of Madison, has 
all three. 

Ed Bloom, promoter of racing 
at Tri-City Speedway, feels the 
safety rules of the agency 
providing insurance are 
adequate. 

He cited a reconstruction 
measure after a late model 
stock car last year climbed on 
top of the concrete guard railing 
and nearly flattened a fence 
protecting grandstand spec- 
tators. 

An addition to the concrete 
barrier has heightened it by 
three feet and it is now 16 inches 
thick. 

The retaining fence was 
raised to a height of 13 feet and 
redesigned to catcha racing car 
and throw it back onto the 
track, preventing it from falling 
inward toward the grandstands. 

Both St. Louis International 
and Tri-City provide personnel 
with fire extinguishers, am- 
bulances, trained medical 
personnel and security guards. 

St. Louis International’s fence 
separating spectators from the 
guardrail is not six feet high at 
present and Tri-City Speedway 
does not -have a barrier for 
persons in its infield area, other 
than personnel in the judges’ 
and announcers’ stand, officials 
said.

“So, consequently, everyone 
involved with the sport has to 
get into it, make his feelings 
known and work toward a law 
that we all can live with.”” 

Rep. Flinn concludes that his 
purpose is not to do away with 
racing but rather to “make it a 
safer sport to enjoy.”

tegrity against the impact of 
the great social and political 
weight of the nation. 

“Also, | schools need to 
prepare him to assume 
responsibility in the world of 
work immediately after high 
school graduation if he is unable 
to go to college. 

“A dual purpose of formal 
education is to inform the mind 
and to develop the intellect. A 
democratic society cannot 
survive without an informed 
electorate and thoughtful, 
highly trained leaders. 

“Students must be taught to 
think. Wisdom -and  un- 
derstanding cannot be gained 
without knowledge and self- 
discipline in the utilization of 
this knowledge. 

“I consider it axiomatic that 
learning begins with the learner 
and not with the body of 
knowledge, 

“Every, student should 
receive the greatest challenge 
which he is capable of 
recognizing and be held to the 
highest standards which his 
abilities warrant. 

“Equal opportunity for all 
should mean opportunity for 
each student to proceed 
academically toward the 
highest achievement which his 
ability allows. 

“A student should never be 
compared with mediocrity but 
should be compared today with 
himself as he was yesterday 

“All of us, pupils and adults 
alike, should determine that w: 
will be better tomorrow in every 
way than we are today. 

“Students must be guided 
through a carefully graded 
series of steps toward greater 
knowledge without humiliation 
for the slow, and without 
deadening retardation for the 
brilliant. 

“As never before, students 
must be encouraged in 
uniqueness, creativity, the 
spirit of intellectual adventure, 
moral courage and other worth- 
while aspirations,”” Miss Purdes 
believes. 

“Proper educational ends can 
be achieved only by awakening 
in all, to the greatest degree 
possible, a respect for learning 
and intellectual achievement; 
by stimulating individual 
curiosity about the world and 
mankind, and by encouraging 
self-reliance and independent 
thinking in the acquisition of 
knowledge. 

“The school must be a ser- 
vant to life. The most important 
incentive to accomplishment in 
school — as in all life — is joy in 
your work, joy in the results of 
your work, and the con- 
sciousness of what those results 
mean for one’s community. 

“To arouse and strengthen 
those inner forces in young 
people is one of the most im- 
portant tasks of education. 

“The goal that should stand in 
the foreground is the 
development in the individual of 
the capacity to think critically 
and to work independently, 
rather than merely to acquire 
specific knowledge. 

“All actions by each person 
involved in the school system 
should be taken with one 

uppermost: Do my 
actions contribute to the 
welfare of the pupils who will be 
affected by my actions?”

“My summers since grade 
school have been spent 
traveling and attending 

summer sessions at various 

universities,” she relates.

“For the first few weeks, I 
would look ii-English, listen in 
French and camprehend in 
complete oblivion: But that 
soon changed and a! at Braduation 
time she received a certificate 
plus an award from the 
American ambassador for 
academic achievement. 

At the Sorbonne, she 
developed admiration for the 
‘dedication to academic life” 
found  there—“‘Everything 
centered around the text and 
class." 

“Study at the University of 
New Mexico was_ helpful 
because it is strong in culture 
and anthropology, both of which 
T hope to study more. When I am 
teaching a unit on Indians or the 
West, ‘my experience at UNM 
has proven valuable.” 

She continues, “My summer 
at the University of Illinois 
turned out to be another study in 
culture when a number of 
foreign students found I could 
help them with their English 
lessons. After the Sorbonne, I 
could sympathize with what 
they were going through trying 
to learn a second language. 

“This has carried over in my 
teaching. A new Venice student 
from the Bahamas is still going 
through social, cultural and 
emotional adjustment, but if the 
class and I are patient long 
enough, he’ll soon adjust. | 

“My work at Indiana 
University was actually done om 
a campus-at-sea.

Mayor Paul Schuler an- 
nounced that applications have 
been filed for a grant from the 
state Road and Bridge Grade 
Separation agency through the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
to aid in construction of the 
overpass. 

The city alsois seeking aid for 
the overpass job through the 
Federal Aid to Urban Systems 
program. 

Schuler said he is confident 
Granite City can finance the 
overpass project. ‘If-the city of 
Venice can build’ a grade 
separation, I'm sure Granite 
City can get one,” the mayor 
said. 

The plan for county aid in 
financing the Maryville Road 
project has been discussed with 
some council members by 
members of the Right of Way 
Committee of the Madison 
County Board. 

‘The county, which is doing 
the planning and will handle 
construction of the project, 
has completed purchase of 
most of the right-of-way 
needed for the county section 
of the project. 

William Webb of Granite 
City, chairman of the Right of 
Way Committee, says the 
county needs to obtain only 
four pieces of right-of-way 
before proceeding with 
construction. 

Under the original planning in 
1970, cost of the Maryville Road 
extension, which would provide 
a four-lane highway. from 
Pontoon Road to Highway 162° 
on the south and help ease 
traffic congestion in the 
Nameoki area, was estimated 
to cost about $2 million. Mary- 
ville already connects Pontoon’ ‘‘ 
with Highway 203 on the north. 

In 1970 the city’s share of the 
cost was estimated at $350,000, 
including the cost of the right- 
of-way. 

Because of a sharp rise in 
construction costs over the past 
four years, the project now is 
expected to cost in excess of $3.5 
million and the city’s share has 
been increased to $720,000 to 
$800,000. 

The increased Cost halted city 
progress on the road extension 
project because of multiple 
commitments. from the city’s 
motor fuel tax fund aad a low 
balance in the account over the’ 
past two years 

Nearly two years AG0jnun 
Granite City agreed to a plan by 
which the state deducted $10,000 
per month of the city’s motor 
fuel tax allotments to pay, off 
a $246,000 debt which the city 
owed as its share of the 
widening and improvement of 
Nameoki Road, also a four-lane 
thoroughfare. That debt will be 
retired in February. 

The city receives from $35,000 
to $40,000 a month in motor fuel 
taxes. 

With the retirement of the 
Nameoki Road debt, some city 
officials feel the city would be 
able to pay a certain amount 
each month toward its cost of 
the Maryville Road job. 

Schuler said the -county’s 
offer provides that Granite City 
would pay as much as it 
possibly could from its motor 
fuel tax account toward its 
share of construction cost. 
When construction debts 
exceeded the city’s ability to 
pay, he added, the county would 
advance the funds from its 
motor fuel tax accounts and the 
city then would repay the 
county as funds became 
available. 

The mayor said the plan is 
being considered and that the 
city is proceeding now with 
efforts to obtain the right-pf- 
way rieeded for the city’s sec- 
tion of the project.

In a recent poll taken by the 
Illinois State Bar Association, 
the attorneys in Madison and 
Bond Counties recommeded 
that Judge Beatty be retained in 
office. 

Such polls are conducted as a 
public service by the Bar 
Association each time a state 
judge is running for retention or 
a candidate is seeking a judicial 
position.

1. That the hereinafter named 
days ‘shall be considered as 
legal holidays for, by, and in the 
City of Madison, Tlinois, and 
the dates of each, unless stated, 
shall correspond to the dates as 
established by the federal 
statutes of the United States of 
America, as follows: 

a) New Year's Day— 
January Ist. 

b) Good Friday—the Friday 
immediately preceding 
Easter Sunday. 

c) Memorial Day—federal 
statute. 

d) Fourth of July—July. 4th. 

e) Labor Day—federal 
statute. 

f) Veteran’s Day—federal 
statute. 

g) Thanksgiving Day— 
federal statute. 

-h) “Christmas 
December 25th. 

2.a) That only full-time city 
employees shall be entitled to 
vacation periods, based on the 
number of completed ‘‘‘fiscal’’” 
years of work, at their regular 
rate of pay, as follows. 

1) After one complete 
“fiscal” year of work—one 
week of vacation. 

2) After two complete 

“fiscal” years of work—two 
weeks of vacation. 

3) After five complete 
“fiscal” years of work—three 
weeks of vacation. 

4) After. fifteen complete 
“fiscal” years of work—four 
weeks of vacation. 

b) A “fiscal” year is the 
business year beginning May 
1st of any given year and ending 
April 30th of the following year; 

c) Vacation periods cannot be 
accumulated from one “fiscal” 
year to the next but must be

Architects hired to plan 
new state building units 


Donald R. Le_ Feyre, 
executive director of the Illinois 
Capital Development Board 
(CDB), announced Wednesday 
the selection of two ar- 
ehitectural firms to plan and 
design the centralization of 

State facilities. on the State 

« Capitol Complex in Springfield. 
The firms of Ferry and Hen- 
derson, Springfield, and C. F. 
Murphy and Associates, 
Chicago, were selected for the 
task, 

Le Fevre said the two firms 
will propose plans and building 
designs to add nearly one 
million square feet of office and 
parking space to the»Capitol 
Complex Area. The project will 
be divided into two major 

ases. 

Phase 1 will provide a 
structure of approximately 
500,000 square feet to house 
departments, agencies, boards 
and commissions of  govern- 
ment whose daily services 
require contact or coordination 
with other agencies presently 
located in the Capitol Complex. 

These agencies currently are 
housed “in ‘either leased or 
owned space, or a combination 
of the two, throughout 
Springfield. The objective of 
consolidating these agencies 
into a central location is better 
efficiency, Le Fevre said. (For 
comparison, the State Office 
Building in Springfield has 
448,000 square feet of space.) 

Phase 2 will be a structure 
similar in size to the first phase. 
It will consolidate many of the 
remaining state employes 


»The cost of these 


presently housed | in leased 
quarters. 

State governmental depart. 
ments, agencies, boards and 
commissions are scattered in 94 
Springfield locations, with 
many state agencies located at 
as many as ten different sites. 
leased 
facilities exceeds $4.5 million a 
year. 

One of the last bills approved 
by the General Assembly in 
July, and later signed into law 
by Gov. Dan Walker, provides 
$1.5 million to plan and design 
expansion of the Capitol 
Complex. 

Le Fevre said, “It’s a 
recognized fact that greater 
efficiency in serving the public 
and considerable savings of 
time and money can be realized 
by housing units of state 
government under fewer roofs. 


“The consolidation of state 
facilities closer to the Capitol 
Building will not only eliminate 
duplication of personnel and 
inefficient operations, but it will 
also provide the public with 
convenient access\to state 
services and bring long-range 
economy in the cost of working 
space." 

Henderson has resigned his 
position as chairman of the 
Capitol City Planning Com- 
mission.

Such an ‘‘ad” would probably 
not capture the average young 
man’s fancy. 

But every year about 90 to 100 
West Point cadets not orily 
volunteer, but compete, for the 
unrequited job described above. 

Of those who volunteer, only 
about one-third are accepted. 
They receive scant recognition 
for their time and effort and, in 
addition, sacrifice much of their 
precious leisure time to per- 
form a job which benefits none 
of them personally. 

They are the Rabble Rousers, 
the U. S. Military Academy 
cheerleaders. 

The Rabble Rousers’ work 
entails much more than simply 
leading the Corps in cheers at 
football games. They are the 
high-energy spirit unit 
responsible for rousing the 
Corps of Cadets to pan- 
demonium before all sports 
events, 

In addition, a member may be 
detailed to perform any behind. 
the-scenes task from exercising 
one of the Army mules or 
repairing the Rabble Rousers’ 
1915 Model T, to transporting 
non-ambulatory cadets to 
games, sending the hard-to-find 
World War II 37-mm, shell 
casings expended in honor of 
touchdowns to the arsenal in 
Pennsylvania to be repacked, or 
writing to a film star such as 
Clint Eastwood asking him to 
make a guest appearance at a 
football rally 

A large part of the work in- 
volves wriling and producing 
the skits performed at “After 
Taps Scheduled Spontaneous 
Rallies’’ and Friday After 
Dinner Rallies. 

This year, the Rabble 
Rousers are adding to their 
extensive collection of closed- 
circuit ‘“‘Laugh-In'’-type TV 
programs which are shown 
between classes on. Saturday 
mornings. 

It goes without saying that 
“Crab Stew,” premiering this 
year before the annual Army- 


Navy game, may become a 
classic. 

The original rabble rousers 
were the Plebians of antiquity 
who led the masses in wild 
revolt. 

Today’s West Point Rabble 
Rousers lead the “Gray 
Masses” in solid, unswerving 
support for Army sports. 

First Classman (senior) 
Steve Townes, the head rabble 
rouser as well as the brigade 
activities officer, says, 
“There's a new era in sports 
and spirit emerging at West 
Point. 

He added that despite some 
early losses, the Corps is in- 
clined to ‘‘accentuate the 
positive” aspects of this year’s 
season. 

He cited a new coach and a 


young team which is doing well 
against / nationally ranked 
‘teams as two reasons for in- 
creased spirit and enthusiasm 
among the Corps. 

“At the first of the year,’’ he 
added, “‘morale was really 
high, but everybody was sort of 
holding back, like ‘Let’s wait 
and see what happens.’ But at 
the Friday night rally before the 
Penn State game, and at the 
game itself, the Corps , was 
electrified with team. spirit.”

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"50 foster Horus sail 
for teens needed 


“There is a very urgent need 
in Madison County for 50 foster 
homes to place children from 
ages 12 to 18 for short or long 
terms,” Alan Koch, head of the 
Resource Development Team 
here for the Illinois Department 
of Children and Family Ser- 
vices, told the Press-Record 
this week. 

“We are experiencing large 
numbers of children from this 
county—teenagers 12 to 18 
years old and some younger 
children,. 6-12 years old—who 
need foster home settings in 
which to find some stability 
from family crisis situations,” 
he said. ‘Although most 
placements are short term, 
some children may be in foster 
care until they are 18 or 19 
years-of-age due to unrecon- 
ciliable problems in the natural 
family,” Koch explained. 

“We try to place these 
children in their own com- 
munity if there are no cir- 
cumstances which might in- 
terfere with adjustment or 
treatment plans. - Fifty new 
foster homes are being sought 
to meet present needs for these 
children. 

“Children coming into the 
care of the Illinois Department 
of Children and Family Ser- 
vices in the Quad-City area need 
security, understanding, and 
guidance to find the road to a 
healthy adulthood,"” Koch 
commented, and added ‘‘Foster 
parents who offer their homes 
and skills to teenage boys and 
girls often must deal with 
complex emotional problems 
stemming from a child's 
background. 

“Some acting out behavior 
may accompany a child's 
emotional problems or may be 
only part of normal adolescent 
development, which may in- 
clude dating, negative peer 
relationships, introduction to 
smoking and drug use, testing 
of authority, movement toward 

lependence, or learning to 
accept responsibility. 

“Local help is being sought to 
serve these children, since an 
agency cannot be successful in 
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working with these children 
unless the community itself 
realizes the problems of its 
youth and desire to help through 
personal involvement. 

“Foster families will be asked 
to accept one or two children 
into their home for care, ac- 
cording to preferences they 
may have for either boys or 
girls. At this time only ap 
plicants interested in children 
12 to 18 will be accepted initially 
for licensing. Applicants in- 
terested in children 6 to 12 will 
be accepted on a more-or-less 
as-needed basis,” he added. 

“Our primary criterion for 
approval as foster parents is a 
willingness to accept a child 
with problems and to help us 
work with him. Orientation and 
training programs for foster 
parent applicants will be held in 
local communities in Madison, 
St. Clair, Monroe and Randolph 
Counties. This is being done to 
facilitate attendance and to 
bring the needs of particular 
communities into a more direct 
focus,” he explained. 

Support services available to 
foster families will include 
volunteer advocates for in 
dividual children, homemakers, 
locally functioning social 
worker teams, and other 
community resources which are 
available to meet a child's 
needs. Expenses for clothing, 
medical and dental treatment, 
and boarding costs are paid to 
all foster parents, Koch added. 

Persons interested in learn- 
ing more about the program 
may call Koch or Don Szymula 
in the East St. Louis area office 
toll-free at 875-2400, it was 
noted. 

Koch also said a field office 
recently has been opened over 
1506 Johnson Road for local 
problems. The field office 
telephone number is 876-8985, he 
said, but explained persons 
interested in providing foster 
homes should call the East St.

eliminated,” said Howlett. 

“For, every two dollars the 
senior citizen earns over the 
ceiling, one dollar is taken out of 
his social security. But the 
ceiling applies only to what be 
earns by working. 

“Tt is unfair that investment 
income has no bearing on social 
security benefits - only earned 
income. 

“A man of means can collect 
rents, stock dividends, interest 
on bank deposits and mortgages 
up to any amount, and still 
collect his full -social security 
check as long as he doesn’t work 
for pay. 

“But a man who has worked 
all his life, and paid into social 
security from every paycheck, 
is penalized if he keeps on 
working after he reaches 
retirement age. 

“At least 2% million working 
senior citizens suffer because of 
the earnings ceiling. 

“Nearly a million receive no 
social security at all. About a 
million more earn enough so 
that their benefits are cut. 
About a half million more 
receive full social security but 
deliberately hold their earnings 
below $2,400 when they could be 
earning more. 

“Social security is a popular 
program, a protection for the 
elderly against need, financed 
by taxes on the working 
population. If we didn’t have it, 
there would be 12% million 
more people in poverty. 

“But benefits are paid as a 
return on savings, not as alms. 
Workers who reach retirement 
age have paid, and their em- 
ployers have paid, for their 
social security benefits. 

“The benefits should not be an 
incentive to quit working. If a 
person is ready, able and 
willing to work, he should be 
able to collect social security 
too. He shouldn't have to wait 
until he is 72 to collect both a 
paycheck and a social security 
benefit.”

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Steadily worsening imbalance in education fund makes it imperative that 
Venice School District voters approve revision of the rate limit tomorrow 


Revision of the education fund tax 
rate ceiling failed to gain the ap- 
proval of Venice School District 
voters in June and December 1973 
and March 1974. An affirmative vote 
is imperative in tomorrow’s special 
election due to the deepening finan- 
cial dilemma facing the district. 

Balloting is set for noon to 7 p.m. 
Friday at the park recreation cen- 
ter, 305 Broadway, for city dwellers 
and the Improvement Association 
hall at 100 Hill St. for unincorporated 
area residents. A large turnout is 
being encouraged to help assure that 
the public’s wishes will prevail. 

A50-cent hike per $100 aSsessment 

_ is sought in the present $2.05 
education fund tax rate limit. The 
limit had been $1.65 until a suc- 
cessful referendum in 1969. 

The problem that has developed 
stems from a sharply. widening 
disparity in revenue and costs. 

Inflation has boosted salaries and 
supply costs. With individual per- 
sonal property eliminated from tax 
rolls and railroad assessment pat- 
terns altered, assessed valuation 
has dropped from $37 million to $32 
million in the last six years, 
reducing the tax base from which 
Venice school revenue is derived. 

Venice schools repaid $270,000 in 
tax anticipation warrants at the 
start of the current fiscal year in 
July. Their 1974-75 education budget 
projects a further imbalance of 
$188,698, determined by deducting 


expected income of $989,271 from 
estimated expenditures of $1,177,969. 

This combined $458,698 deficit 
would be bad enough, especially sin- 
ce the Venice school system finds it- 
self perilously near the limit of its 
borrowing power. But the outlook is 
even worse when it is noted that 
there is no “‘light at the end of the 
tunnel.’’ There is no foreseeable 
turn-around in the district’s fortunes 
enabling it to begin to break even 
financially, much less start to pare 
down the operating debt. 

Even if ‘second-year warrants” 
or judgment funding bonds could be 
arranged, they would only further 
compound the situation, offering a 
few short-term ‘‘answers’’ but 
disastrous long-term difficulties. 


The 50-cent rate limit boost 
proposed tomorrow: offers only a 
$161,461 yearly increase in available 
funds for the education fund—far 
from a full solution but a big step in 
the right direction. 

Combined with further ad- 
justments in spending and further 
upgrading of state monetary help, 
the new rate ceiling could go a long 
way toward permitting the kind of 
instructional program that Venice 
must provide if youngsters are to 
have a fighting chance of coping 
with the increasingly complex 
modern era,

Drug abuse so damaging that arguments for legalizing it seem pointless 


Some young people attempt to 
justify drug abuse (mostly illegal) 
by equating it with excessive 
drinking (mostly legal) 

They see differing moral values 
related to the ‘‘generation gap’’; 
they say older adults are largely in 
control of the country and apply a 
‘‘double standard’’ because oldsters 
are more comfortable with familiar 
rather than new vices. 


Regardless of such contentions, it 
is clear that alcoholism has many 
tragic ramifications—and equally 
true that drug addiction is taking a 
shockingly heavy toll among those 
who fall victim to it, whatever their 
age. 

A national television program this 
week spotlighted American drug 
abusers and included chilling scenes 
of young U.S. and Dutch addicts in 
Amsterdam. Already plagued by 
collapsing veins, they were injecting 
themselves as a last resort in the 
tips of their fingers. Within a few 
weeks, many of those shown are 
likely to be dead. 

All of which may Seem a long way 


from home—until reading Monday’s 
Press-Record front page. A picture 
showed a Granite City police detec- 
tive making an inventory of newly- 
confiscated drugs with an ap- 
proximate street value of $6,000, in- 
cluding derivatives of opium and 
codeine and 2,500 capsules of 
seconal. 

A news article on that page told of 
three Granite Cityans being charged 
with possession of controlled sub- 
stances following a six-hour police 
stakeout.

Congress will know by mid-

The incoming Congress, the 
4th, will certainly take the 
gravest possible view of the 
continuing Illinois exposes 
because the scandal not only 
undermines the present 
Medicaid program but poses a 
threat to any national health 
“insurance program that may be 
enacted. 

At the request of Sen. Charles 
H. Percy, R-Ill., the Senate 
Finance Committee has begun 
checking into the alleged fraud 
and abuses. 

The committee has called in 
the General Accounting Office, 
Congressional ‘‘watchdog”’ 
agency, to make a “thorough 
investigation.” 

GAO investigators are indeed 
thorough, as their blue-bound 
reports to Congress attest. They 
delve deeply on the spot, report 
their findings in detail, name 
names, and recommend ap- 
propriate action. 

“There’s been a heck of a lot 
of follow-up,” a Senate Finance 
Committee source said in an 
interview when asked about the 
status of Percy’s request. “We 
have a big team out there.” 

“We are shooting for a report 
from GAO to the-committee by 
mid-January.” 

The source said the com- 
mittee expects to send some 
investigators to Springfield 
again during the Congressional 
recess. He would_not indicate 
the time, saying “‘subsequent to 
our last being out there, two 
people. directly or indirectly 
involved were murdered.” 

The source did not elaborate. 

Percy, in a Senate statement 
this month, cited the list of 
reported abuses, which include 
kickbacks, overcharges, 
falsified claims, duplicate 
billings, use of unlicensed 
physicians, violations of 
professional ethics, profiteering 
by bill collectors, acceptance of 
payoffs and, most ominously, 
“possible crime syndicate in 
volvement.” 

“The significance of this 
investigation lies in its potential 
impact on both existing 
Medicare and Medicaid statutes 
and future national health in- 
surance legislation,’’ Percy 
said. 

“Implicit in the problem of 
Medicare and Medicaid are 
lessons that must be learned if 
the national health insurance 
plan that is ultimately enacted 
is to avoid abuses and costly

deficiencies,”” 
added. 

Percy also said that although 
the “‘seriousness”’ of the Illinois 
scandals is recognized, ‘‘I 
believe alleged offenders have 
yet to realize the full im- 
plications of their actions.”” 

He pointed out that Sen. John 
J. Williams five years ago 
warned ‘‘prospective 
defrauders of Medicaid” that 
they risk convictions under 
Sections 231 and 232 of Title 31 of 
the U.S. Code, and Sections 286, 
287 and 1001 of Title 18. 

Sections 231 and 232 of the 
False Claims Act carry civil 
penalties of double the amount 
defrauded, plus $2,000. 

Criminal penalties under 
Sections 286, 287 and 1001 
provide fines up to $10,000 and 
imprisonment up to five and 10 
years. 

Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, 
D-Ga., chairman of the Finance 
Committee’s Subcommittee on 
Health, and Sen. Wallace F. 
Bennett, R-Utah, ranking 
Republican on the full com- 
mittee, announced early this 
month that an investigation had 
been ordered. 

Talmadge noted that costs of 
Medicaid in Mlinois rose from 
$450 million in 1972 to $600 
million in 1973. 

“At least half of those ex- 
penditures are made from 
federal funds,”” he emphasized. 

Talmadge and Bennett said 
their investigation was ‘‘in 
response to a request from Sen 
Percy.” 

Taimadge pointed out that the 
subcommittee “‘would make use 
of, to the extent appropriate, the 
General Accounting Office, the 
Internal Revenue Service, the 
federal Medicare and Medicaid 
agencies and the Department of 
Justice.”” 

Bennett said the investigation 
would indicate ‘‘whatever 
appropriate changes’’ may be 
required to safeguard the 
current programs and also any 
national health insurance plan 
which may be enacted. 

It is apparent from the 
remarks of Percy and Bennett 
that there is concern about the 
new plans. 

Bennett also stressed that the 
majority of hospitals and 
physicians and others ‘“‘make an 
honest effort to provide good 
care at reasonable cost.’” 

“They should not be tarred, 
nor their efforts tainted by 
unscrupulous elements,” he 
said, 

“Neither should they be 
penalized for their work in 
terms of excessive red tape and 
avoidable bureaucratic delay in 
the processing of legitimate 
payment for properly provided 
services.”’

Compensation, safety 
agency needs a name

As the Illinois Industrial 
Commission recently said to the 
world at large, “Obviously, we 
need a new name.” 

About 1,000 people, either 
sympathetic to the commission 
or just anxious to win a free 
weekend, have submitted 
names so far. But the com- 
mission still hasn't got a new 
one. 

The commission inaugurated 
a contest during the 1974 Illinois 
state fair, asking people to 
submit suggestions for a new 
name which will more ac- 
curately tell people what the 
commission does. 

Theold name, which it has 
had more than 60 years, ap- 
parently doesn’t, since people 
keep calling on the commission 
for assistance it doesn’t render. 
Others who need its services 
can’t find it, according to 
chairman Mel Rosenbloom. 

The initial deadline was Sept. 
15, with entries to be received 
by Sept. 30, and the winner to be 
announced by Oct. 15. 

However, the commission has 
now extended the deadline to 
Nov. 15, so anyone who didn’t 
get around to entering before— 
or even someone who did—can 
submit names to the com- 
mission’s Chicago office until 
the middle of next month. 

Entries postmarked by Nov. 
15 will be received up to Nov. 30 
and then will be turned over to 
a panel of representatives of 
several Chicago advertising 
agencies. °

Deciding whether complete 
and appropriate medical 
treatment has been rendered, 
and in disputed cases, serving 
as arbitrator; 

And deciding if an employe is 
entitled to compensation 
benefits and the amount, as well 
as how they shall be provided. 

In addition, the commission 
also has assumed the job of 
administering the state oc- 
cupational safety and health 
plan.

The 
writer, like too many other 
university people, can talk 
about theories and about the 
symptoms, but never seem to 
recognize the disease. 

As for myself, I happen to 
know what I am talking about, 
so please bear with me while we 
take a careful look at the 
disease. 

In the production of goods or 
services for profit, we place one 
value on our services, and we 
place a greater value on the 
things we produce. 

There is an illusion in the 
minds of most people that 
money through circulating has 
some magical power to increase 
its capacity to get things done. 

Now, please do not laugh, but 
it would be more appropriate to 
say that money evaporates, for 
when it gets back to buying its 
respective share of the goods 
produced to earn it at the start, 
it is truly spent. 

To get back into active ser- 
vice, the money is used to 
produce more things on which a 
greater value is placed, leaving 
another margin of values for 


which there is no money in 
existence with which it can be 
bought. 

In general practice, the 
margin of values over 
and above wages paid can only 
be absorbed through the 
creation of debts, and we do 
have the debts. 

In the borrowing and lending 
of money, there is nothing that 
can happen to it that can make 
it equal the amount owed to the 
lender at the end of any given 
period of time, and it is merely 
another process through which 
we increase our debt structure. 

As ridiculous as it may sound, 
there are no provisions in our 
money system for the payment 
of profits and interest. It has all 
been taken care of through the 
creation of debts, the promises 
to pay sometime in the future. 

These things I have known for 
a good many years, and it has 
been surprising that we have 
been able to hold together this 
long, but we are approaching a 
time when we will have but two 
choices.

Severe capacity limit at Lambert 


To the Editor: 

The St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority has filed 
for federal approval to build the. 
new St. Louis Intercontinental 
Airport at Columbia-Waterloo, 
ml. 

Forecasts just completed for 
the Lambert Field master plan 
add new urgency to the need for 
a major new airport for the St. 
Louis area. 

The projections look for a 
demand for more total aircraft 
operations each year than any 
previous planner has predicted. 

It appears that there will be a 
need to impose serious 
limitations on the use of 
Lambert well before 1985. By 
then, even with all possible 
improvements, it will be out of 
capacity to handle the demand. 
- Moreover, the already-severe 
problem of noise in the Lambert 
area will be greatly intensified 
and spread over a greater area. 

Residents of North St. Louis 
County can expect to be sub- 
jected to continued aircraft 
noise without relief, even 
though technological im- 
provements may make in- 
dividual aircraft quieter. 

The only solution to the air- 
port noise problem is adequate 
buffer land surrounding the 
airport, impossible at Lambert. 

These factors become all the 
more significant when it is 
realized that the master plan 
forecasts—as with the recent 
industry forecasts—assume 
that St. Louis will continue to 
decline economically during the 
next 20 years as compared with 
the nation as a whole. 

Yet even with such a dismal 
view of this area’s future, the 


planners’ predictions on the 
number of passengers in and 
out of Lambert run more than 10. 
per cent higher than numbers 
put forth just two months ago by 
the Air Transport Association, 
the lobbying and trade 
organization of the airlines. 

Thus, we already are seeing a 
substantial upward movement 
in the estimates from the 
doomsday outlook that followed 
the oil embargo. 

The graph is heading back 
toward the figures used just two 
years ago by the Missouri-St. 
Louis Airport Authority in 
promoting its Lambert 2000 
Plan. The 2000 Plan called for a 
major expansion of Lambert by 
adding some 1,000 acres 
through extensive industrial 
and residential relocation. 

Recent trends indicate that 
the climb back up toward the 
passenger level that had been 
projected in the early 1970s will 
continue. 

Airline traffic and passenger 
totals at the new Dallas-Fort 
Worth airport are running 
ahead of projections, and 
substantially above last year’s 
level. General aviation use is 
far exceeding projections. 

St. Louis-based Ozark. 
Airlines is reporting traffic 
gains to new all-time highs. 
Other airlines also are ex-; 
periencing banner years. 

American Airlines had had a 
spectacular turn-around, with 
Allegheny, Delta, Eastern and 
United reporting improved 


profits. 

Other cities are pushing 
ahead with developments to be 
ready for major growth in air 
commerce, Los Angeles 


already has acquired nearly 
13,000 of the 17,000 acres for its 
new Palmdale Intercontinental 
Airport, 37 miles northeast of 
Los Angeles. 

Atlanta, already with land 
options on one 15,000-acre site, 
will make a final decision on the 
location of its second major 
airport within weeks. 

Surely, the solution for St, 
Louis must not be a search 
ways to constrain St. Louis’s 
share of the of air 
commerce to fit Lambert’s 
limited capacity.

Government can and should 
serve public, Whitsell says 


Service to the public was 
stressed this week by Louis 
Whitsell in reviewing the 
campaign for selection of the 
District 26 member of the 
Madison County, Board. He 
currently holds that office and 
also is supervisor of Nameoki 
Township. \ 

Whitsell commented that “the 
voters of District 26 have shown 
their faith by nominating me as 
the Democratic candidate for 
County Board member. 

“As a result of that primary 
election, my name will appear 
on the Democratic ballot and I 
am encouraging each voter to 
vote the straight Democratic 
ticket Nov. 5. 

“The office of County Board 
member, which never existed. 
until 1972, has caused some 
confusion in regard to the new 
separation of township and 
county government. 

“Tam now, and will continue 
to be, the supervisor of 
Nameoki Township until April 
1977. However, the new Con- 
stitution required us to run 
separately for our seat on the 
County Board. 

“The name supervisor does 
not mean that I run things for 
the township and the road 
district.

Many enjoy hard work 


Fewer working hours. More 
holidays. Longer vacations. 
Earlier retirement. These are 
the “blessings” of an affluent— 
still affluent—society. 

‘There are those who hold that 
these “blessings” proclaim the 
death of the great ‘Protestant 
work ethic.” 

But in a survey just com- 
pleted, the Family Economics 
Bureau found that while 
Americans are not as dedicated 
to work itself as they were a 
generation or two ago, the 
“work styles of many people 
are taking on new and different 
forms. 

Many people still work hard, 
and some are complusive 
workers—work addicts. 

A total of 14.4 per cent of 
Americans work part-time so 
they will have more time to 

‘develop personal interests. 
Also, the notion that work not 
only can be, but should bé, 
enjoyable is gaining many 
converts. 

Hard workers are to be found 
everywhere. Many of them tend 
to be concentrated in the 
professions, the managerial 
ranks and among the self- 
employed, the bureau found. 

Take ‘farmers. During 
planting and harvest seasons, 
it's common for them to work 
from 5 a.m. to9 p:m. while some 
of their city cousins work 9 to 5 
shifts. 

Lee Groehler, a National 
Farmers Organization 
executive, said that farming is 
“a way of life’—that, to 
preserve it, farmers work from 
pre-dawn darkness to the set- 
ting of the sun. 

4 Small independent 
businessmen often work 60-hour 
weeks, and sometimes as much 
as 80 hours, says Al Brodie, vice 
president of a state retailers 
federation, Each week they 
work six days, sometimes seven 
days, and one or two nights. 

They enjoy their relative 
independence, says Brodie. 
Some, too, are motivated by the 
notion that no one can run the 
business as well as they. Some 
simply can’t afford to hire help. 

Corporate executives have 
the monkey called ‘‘profit 


responsibility” on their backs: 
Some refuse to hire assistants 
because additonal salaries and 
benefits come ‘‘Off the bottom 
line” and are counted against 
them in their annual per- 
formance evaluations. 

Executives often work 
Saturdays, though usually not 
all day, to get their “brownie 
points” with their bosses, says 
Stuart Baker, senior associate 
of Willson Associates, Inc., 
management consultants 
Baker says that it’s not un- 
common, either, for executives 
to work Sundays, often their 
most productive day. 

One, corporation president 
regularly calls his — vice 
presidents’ offices at 8 or 9 p.m. 
If they don’t answer most of the 
time, he » marks them 
“‘domestically oriented.’’ 
“Somehow,” says the president 
of another company, “they 
don’t stay around very long.” 

Many lawyers are 8 a.m. to 6 
p.m. work hounds. It is the 
statute of limitations and the 
constitutional right to a speedy 
trial that continuously hound 
attorneys, says Gerald Regnier, 
executive director of a state bar 
association. 

Also, he says, attorneys are 
driven by the dependency of the 
business world on the legal 
profession. 

For teachers, the motivation 
to extra effort often is a sense of 
responsibility to their students 
and to society, says Pete 
Pafiolis, director of public 
relations. for the Minnesota 
Education Association, The 
average work week. for 
secondary school teachers in 
Minnesota is 57 hours—and. for 
elementary teachers, 53 hours. 

Mothers are legendary hard 
workers. “A woman’s work is 
never done.’” 

Women who hold second jobs 
often log exceptionally long 
hours: They return home in the 
evening to face the work they 
would have finished if they’d 
been home. 

However, today’s liberated 
women are winning converts 
among husbands to connubial 
work-sharing.

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Americans are the hardest- 
working people in the world, 
One could also prove, with 
facts, that Americans are the 
most indolent people in the 
world, 

‘As usual, the truth probably 
lies somewhere between the 
extremes, It is true that the 
“work ethic’? has a bad 
reputation these days, but more 
people—85 million of them—are 
working than ever before. 

The generation just entering 
the world of work most 
frequently snubs the “work 
ethic.” 

A study of work 
dissatisfaction by the Gallup 
Poll revealed 33 per cent of 
workers between 18, and 29 are 
unhappy with their work. Fully 
70 per cent “feel that they aren't 
producing at full capacity,”’ the 
poll showed. 

In America, there seems to be 
room for many degrees of 
dedication to work, including 
“workaholism,” a word coined 
by Warren E. Oates in his book, 
“Confessions of a Workaholic.’ 

Oates, whose five-year-old 
son asked for an appointment to 
see his father; wrote that 
workaholics “feel guilly over 
pleasure, so they take care not 
to get too much of it.”” 

Then there are the “radicals” 
who believe that it is perfectly 
possible for work and pleasure 
to be one and the same. 

Referring to people whose 
passions are their work, Dr. 
Hans Selye, world-renowned 
authority on'stress, says: “The 
most successful among the hard 
workers . . . often live toa very 
advanced age.” 

He names Pablo Casals, 
Winston Churchill, Albert Sch- 
weitzer, Arturo Toscanini, 
Konrad Adenauer and Pablo 
Picasso. 

The survey refers to 
professionals, managers and 
self-employed persons who 
enjoy their work so much that 
they feel théy’ve never worked 
a day in their lives and asserts: 

“There is little doubt that this 
country could help its citizens to 
move much closer to the ideal of 
personal satisfaction and 
fulfillment in work if the ob- 
given higher 
priority by government, 
business and education.”

Leaf mulch urged

Lawn and garden expert 

Disposal of leaves isn’t a 
crisis when you make a com- 
post, shred them with your 
lawnmower or spread them on 
your garden 

Fallen leaves quickly rot to 
become husus when you keep 
them wet and add a little fer- 
tilizer. This event occurs in your 
bulb and rose bed just as easily 
as part of your compost pile. 

Fine textured leaves from 
Chinese elm, birch, ash, little 
leaf linden, etc., can be used 
without shreading or crushing. 
Coarse leaves from oak, 
sycamore, tulip popular and 
magnolia will decompose better 
when shreaded. 

Leaves can be quickly 
pulverized with your lawn- 
mower when piled in a 
driveway or street. If you plan 
to save leaves for late season 
mulching, these pulverized 
leaves seem well suiled for 
storage in plastic trash can 
liners. 

Pulverizing leaves on your 
lawn with your mower will 
dispose of the leaves without 
hurting your grass.. The fine 
particles of leaves in the grass 
gradually rot as rain and fer- 
tilizer combine to produce 
compost.

Fall frosts will soon destroy 
your beautiful geraniums. But 
you can save one of each for 
next year’s garden, 

One method is keeping a 
single plant of each color as a 
poited plant in a porch or spare 
bedroom. Some pruning will be 
necessary when you move it 
indoors to prevent severe 


wilting. In early January, begin 
to start cuttings in separate 
pots. 

Another method is simply to 
gather a few cuttings and when 
they root you can start more 
cuttings in January 

Whether you select the 
mother plant method, or the 
cuttings, grow them in a bright 
location. Full sun is best. Even 
sunburn is better than too little 
sunlight. 

Cold temperatures are more 
desirable than very warm 
locations, A cool porch or 
bedroom is ideal.

Yellow needles on the inside 
portion of pines in October are a 
normal development. 

Pine trees drop a portion of 
their needles every year as a 
normal part of their growing 
cycle. Needle drop is rather 
dramatic when they suddenly 
turn yellow. 

Vigorous trees appear hard 
hit because fast growth creates 
many new needles each year 
and they drop a large number of 
old. ones each fall 

Pine needles normally 
function for two summers and 
drop during the third season. 
You can count the seasons’ 
growth on your tree to deter- 
mine which seasons needles are 
dropping. 

If last ar’s needles are 
dropping as well as needles on 
this season’s growth, then a 
fungus or insect problem has 
developed.

New energy a ‘must’. 


Additional sources of energy 
must be found by the United 
States by the mid-1980s in order 
to maintain present standards 
of living, Dr. Dixy Lee Ray, 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, told the Illinois 
Science Teachers Association 
during the weekend, at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

Dr. Ray predicted a 25 per 
cent increase in the U.S. work 
force by 1985 and a 34 per cent 
increase in the number of 
households in the nation.

Dr. Ray urged greater use of 
coal and nuclear energy. 

She defended nuclear energy 
as “safe, clean environmentally 
acceptable, and available 
n@w.” There is “no activity in 
the industrial world with the 
safety record of atomic 
energy,” the AEC head said. 

Dr. Ray said other sources of 
energy, such as the sun, can be 
developed, but basic’ research 
and development work on these 
sources must precede extensive 
usage. 

She predicted research and 
development work for ad- 
ditional sources of energy might 
take five to 15 years. 

“Wind, solar __ energy, 
geothermal energy and syn- 
thetic fuels all have potential, 
but none will contribute 
significantly to short-range 
energy needs,” she said. 

Liquid petroleum supplies 
and proven reserves are 
unevenly distributed and 

. amounts are dwindling, the 
AEC head said. She urged 
continued emphasis on con- 
servation, but said that “we 
can’t solve the energy problem 
merely by using less energy.” 

Terming the 1970s the 
“energy age,” Dr, Ray said the 


world’s sources of energy and 
ways of using energy are 
limited and must be revamped. 

“Every society we have 
known has been based on easy 
availability and massive uses of 
sources of energy,” she’ said. 

Dr. Ray praised teachers for 
an “enormous job” done in 
teaching science to students in 
school but said they have failed 
to teach science to the public at 
large. 

She blamed lack of in- 
formation—and a willingness to 
believe unfounded charges 
being made about nuclear 
energy—for what she termed 
“emotional public debate over 
whether nuclear energy is all 
right to use.””

“Sheep farmers may’ get 
small payments for wool under 
the Wool Act for 1974 
Marketing,’’ reports Lee 
Rogers, county executive 
director of the Madison County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service Office. 

“Prices for this year’s: wool 
will average between 60 and 65 
cents per pound—below the 72- 
cent incentive price.” Farm 
prices for shorn wool now run 
below last year’s average—82 
cents per pound. 

However, this year’s price 
stands substantially above the 
depressed levels of recent 
years, 

The 1974 price drop reflects a 
decline in wool demand. Mill 
use of raw wool has declined 
sharply because of increased 
competition from manmade 
fibers and because of a general 
downturn in mill activity. Mill 
use of apparel woo] may decline 
to 80-85 million pounds, scoured 
basis, this year. Manmade 
fibers also made sharp inroads 
into carpet wool last year.
